We have heard some 
leaders and small groups advocate 
extreme solutions to the nationalis- 
tic urge of the province, and lesser 
proposals which would do little 
more than affirm the cultural rights 
of French-speaking Canadians, We 
have heard predictions that full 
Separation would ruin both English 
and French Canada economically 
and drive both into closer union 
With the United States. .But other 
voices have claimed separation is 
feasible and that Quebec could’ sir- 
vive in an English-speaking conti- 
nent without thé safeguards that 
‘membership in Confederation have 
givén it for the past century. 

What do the Quebecois them- 
selves really think? Perhaps only a 
full-scale referendum could settle 
that question, and it is a ballot 
‘which no Ottawa government would 
wish to hold, for conceivably it 
could vote Canada as we know it 
out of existence. There are two 


dangers to Canada in the present 


Situation. One is the danger posed 
by Quebec extremists — perhaps 
egged on by General de Gaulle’s 
incredible interference. The other is 
the reaction which continued’ ex- 
tremist agitation may create among 
the non-French people of Canada. 
That reaction is the vast unknown 
force which few French-Canadian 
Separatists or near-separatists ap- 
pear to appreciate. The west has 
been relatively silent, not yet com- 
prehending the depth of the new 
problem. But it will not willingly 
see Canada destroyed. 

There is a compromise point at 
which French Canada can retain 
jJustice..and full recognition. of its 
rights to lingual and cultural differ- 
ences. That need not break Canada

from Clydebank as Queen Eliza- 
beth launched the latest and most 
luxurious passenger liner built by 
John Brown for Cunard and named 
in the sovereign's honor. But the 
spectacle could not: entirely banish 
British concern for the future of 
the industry. 

The problem is based on simple 
economics. Japanese yards under- 
cut the Clyde by about 15 per cent 
in construction costs. As a result, 
the Japanese have captured about 
half the world’s market. To reclaim 
the large share of contracts slipping 
away from them, British shipbuild- 
ers have to overhaul their oper- 
ations. They plan to do this through 


mergers, with larger groupings in 
the industry, and a possible reduc- 
tion of steel prices. If these two 
major recommendations of the 1966 
Geddes Report can be put into 
effect, the British industry sees rea- 
son for optimism. 


The plight of the British ship in- 
dustrytis only one facet of the vital 
problem which faces many nations 
today. In an age of rapid techno- 
logical change, producers must mod- 
ernize their equipment to keep pace 
with néw processes and methods. 
But of equal importance, the labor 
costs of production cannot be al- 
lowed to overrun productivity. That 
is a hard lesson but it is a real one.

European Idea 


In fact this fs a European idea 
completely contrary to the British 
parliamentary tradition: whieh we haye 
inherited. The French, after the last 
war, attempted to carry it to its logical 
conclusion by writing a “statute of 
parties’ as part of their constitutional 
framework. From this stand-point a 
member is simply a delegate sent to 
Parliament to represent a political or 
other interest and*@not competent to 
change his course or allegiance without 


* first. clearing matters with those who 


gave him his credentials, or at least 
endorsed them, at the polls. 

This doctrine was specificially re- 
jected two centuries ago by Edmund 
Burke in a speech to the electors of 
Bristol which hag never ceased to echo 
in Parliaments carrying forward the 
British tradition, It is often quoted at 
length but the heart of the matter is in a 
single sentence: ‘your representative 
owes you, not his industry only, but his 
jutigment; and he betrays instead of 
Serving you if he sacrifices it to your 
opinion.” 

Tt is perhaps more jmportant to 
observe that the Burke theory has now 
been buttressed by some two centuries of 
practice. Innumerable cases could be 
_cited but the best known is perhaps that 


‘of Sir Winston Churchill who crossed not 


once but twice —- and without imposing 
byelections on the people of his 
constituency. They were free, of course, 
to approve or disapprove his decision at 
the appointed time and his experience 
after the First World War, when he did 
lose his seat, démonstrates that this is 
no mere academic right. 


Quebec Precedent 


But we do not have to go to Britain 
for examples, It is of interest that one of 
our early cases involved Quebec mem- 
bers, the so-called “bolting bleus,”” who 


made common cause with the Liberal 


leader, Blake, against Macdonald after 
the execution of Louis Riel. The great 
Prairie figure, Mr. Thomas Crerar, was 
elected -as a Unionist im 1917 but 
exercised his undoubted right to leave 
the coalition in 1919 and to pass> into 
Opposition, although the general election 
did not come until 1921. Mr. C. G. Power 
had to make a choice, not involving 
party but raising a similar question of 
principle when his Quebec electors voted 
“no” in the wartime plebiscite of 1642. 
He voted in Parliament according to his 
differing view of the national interest 
and, in the sequel,. was returned to 
Parliament in 1945 by those who had 
Gisagreed with him on the issue, 

One of the~ difficulties with the 
“delegate” theory is that it ignores 
realities. We elect members to Parlia- 
ment for a maximum of five, although 
more usually for four years. No one can 
foresee on election night what new

problems will emerge within that period. 
We can form a general idea of what a 


‘candidate stands for but, beyond that, in 


these rapidly changing times, we have to 
rely on his sound jugment.

Socred Liquidation 


But nothing has been done about a 
convention and all outward signs 
Suggest that the federal party is in 
process of liquidation. The situation has 
been -radically changed since election 
night by an event which could not have 
been foreseen. Mr. Manning, the most 
eminent figure in the party, has written 
off Social Credit as a national force of 
continuing usefulness and has personally 
espoused a philosophy which he calls 
“social conservatism.” 

. His book was intended to force a 
Political realignment and at least in 
Alberta is obviously doing so, Mr. Olson, 
recognizing the new political realty, has 


., declined to follow the premier into social 


conservatism, choosing instead to join 
the Liberal party. 

In this exercise of personal judgment, 
he has been apparently guided in part by 
the fact that he promised in recent 
elections to give independent support’ to 
the present government instead of 
secking its overthrow, But regardless of 
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His Electors 


his decision on realignment, there can be 
no merit whatever to the argument that 
he should now resign and in effect seek 
new instructions, What he owed the 
electors of Medicine Hat was his honest 
judgment. This he has given and this, 
presumably, he will defend at the proper 
time when all members of Parliament 
submit to the ultimate verdict of the 
electorate. 


More Decisions 


The probability is that other members 
of the Social Credit group will now have 
to make similar decisions. Mr. Leboe of 
Cariboo has already recognized this; 
according to him, ‘the prospects of the 
Social Credit party in Canada are very 
bleak and dim indeed.” It would not be 
surprising if some followed Mr. Man- 
ning's advice. But it also seems likely 
that, in doing so, they will underline one 
of the more obvious weaknesses in his 
book. 

What he foresaw was a rather lengthy 
negotiation between Social Credit and the 
Conservatives. It would not appear that 
Social Credit is mow in shape for 
collective negotiations; the present trend 
suggests that decisions will be taken 
instead by individual members moving to 
one or other of the major political 
parties in this considerable realignment. 

It is ironic also that the Liberals are 
the first beneficiaries of Mr. Manning's 
book. For Mr. Olson's move would be 
gratifying to any party. He is an 
excellent debater, an authority on the 
rules and a level-headed man of superior 
talents, who can bring strength to the 
party in an area in which it has been 
conspicuously weak. Mr. Pearson has 
probably acquired a cabinet colleague 
and one capable of speaking effectively 
for the West in the national government.

A Dialogue?

HE United States now has asked a 

question about Vietnam peace nevo- 
tiations and received an answer, of sorts, 
from the Soviet ss 
Union, The American 
question could be 
paraphrased: “If we 
stop the bombing of 
North Vietnam, can 
anyone guarantee 
that peace negotia- 
tions will fellow?” 
The Seviet reply: 
“Hanoi has already 
said they would.” 

The exchange, in 
much more indirect diplomatic language, 
took place last week between. United 
States delegate Arthur J. Goldberg and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. 

Goldberg posed the question Thursday 
in the 122-nation UN General Assembly, 
complaining thatthe most the enemy 
had said to date was that peace talks 
“could” follow a bomb halt, 

Gromyko did not respond directly. But 
he told the assembly Friday that on Jan, 
28, 1967, North Vietnam had made a 
“statement ... about readiness to begin 
negotiations on a_ settlement of the 
Vietnam problem after the cessation by 
the United States of the bombing .. and 
other aggressive acts against’’ the north,

Gromyko Claim 


Gromyko claimed the United States 
had disregarded the. offer and, indeed, 
had replied to it by escalating the air 
and ground wars, 

Washington did not consider the Hanol 
statement definitive. It was made by 
North Vietnamese Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Duy Trinh in an interview, the 
text of which was made public by Hanol 
with some fanfare. 

“It is only after the unconditional 
ending of the bombing and other acts of 
war being carried out by the United 
States against North Vietnam,” Trinh 
said, “‘that there can be talks between 
the two countries.” 

The fact that the Hanoi foreign 
minister said “can” rather than “will” 
was cited by Goldberg as evidence the 
promise was less than categorical. 

Neutral diplomats, including UN Sec- 
retary-General U Thant, have spoken and 
acted as if they considered “can” 
synonymous with ‘‘will.’’ Thant has said 
on more than one occasion since Jan.2 8 
that he believed peace talks would follow 
a bomb halt within three to four weeks. 

Gromyko appeared to dismiss the 
American doubts as artificial. He 
claimed the whole “‘peace initiative’ — 


he put the phrase in quotes — was 


another “soap bubble’ and that Gold- 
berg’s speech contained ‘nothing new.” 

If this was indeed what the Soviet 
foreign minister thought, he was un- 
usually dense, other diplomats remarked. 


Important Nuance 


They said they doubted very much 
that Gromyko missed the important 
nuance ot difference by which, for the 
first time, Goldberg chad separated 
discussion of a possible bombing halt 
from the military and political conditions 
in which he he hoped negotiations would 
take place, 

In the language of diplomacy, ‘this 
had constituted a distinct modification of 
earlier preconditions for a halt in the 
bombing, it was widely agreed. Previous 
demands for a military de-escalation by 
the eremy were no longer explicit, U.N. 
people said, though they might be 
‘considered to be implicit. 

‘Perhaps in order to elicit a further 
and clearer definition of the American 
position, Gromyko charged that, far 
from modifying its stand, the United 
States was, “as hitherto”, making a 


bomb halt “contingent on ultimative 


demands.” 

(The word “‘ultimative’’, used in the 
official Soviet translation of the speech, 
does not appear in standard dictionaries, 
Tt is presumed Gromyko‘meant “having 
the charactef of an ultimatum,’’) 

Goldberg did not provide Gromyko 
any new clarification. Instead, he called 
on the Soviet Union, in effect, to put up 
or shu: up on a Vietnam peace. 


Goldberg Proposals

suggested the Kremlin—with its respon- 
sibilities as ‘‘a principal supplier” of 
North Vietnam and as co-chairman of 
the’, Geneva confefence of 1954. and 
19t2—shq@nld : :

He told a public meeting 
here that the new Port Al- 
berni public safety building 
has been equipped with 
closed circuit television and 
listening devices to’ keep 
prisoners under surveil- 
lance. 


Mr. MacDonald said that a 
letter from the assistant deputy 
attorney-general “‘makes it clear 
that this has been done with 
this department's full approval 
and it will be carried out in all 
of the jails of the province where 
not already in effect.” 

He said the installation of the 
equipment is ‘‘a gross abuse of 
the personal privacy of persons 
awaiting trial or serving sen- 
tences."” 

‘CRUEL’ 

“Surely itis cruel and unusual 
punishment when, for every 
minute of the day and night, 
there is no privacy of conversa- 
tion or living.’’ 

Mr, MacDonald said the at- 
torney - general's department 
claims the’ legal profession fa- 
vors this surveillance “in the 
interests or security — I do not 
‘believe it.” 

“Tndustrial and private snoop- 
ing is increasing in this province 
and now the government itself, 
instead of preventing it, joins 
in.” 

Mr. MacDonaid also supported 
Social Credit MLA Cyril Shel- 
ford’s bid to have the govern- 
ment implement the recommen- 
dations on the Morrow royal 
commission report on gasoline 
prices.
